become effective at 12:01 a.m. 
on Saturday, February 1. 


Second, beginning in March a 
completely new number will 
be issued to about 50 members 
each month until all have a 
new five-digit personal code 
for use in opening the gates. 
Those members who also use a 
transmitter to open the gates 
can continue to do so without 
any change. Later this spring 
they will be asked to bring 
their transmitters to the gate 
for anew battery anda modifi- 
cation of each transmitter. 


Also in preparation for the 
February 1 changeover to 
five-digit codes, each business 
needing access to Surf Pines 
will be issued anew code num- 
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ber. If a business serving you 
does not have acode number, 
suggest that they apply for 
one or give them the visitor 
code for the current month 
that is always printed on your 
quarterly dues statement. 
Please do not give them your 
personal gate code. 


Weare working hard to reduce 
the access to Surf Pines by per- 
sons who have no reason to be 
in the neighborhood. When 
members move away their 
codes will be cancelled. Busi- 
nesses will be issued new codes 
annually and only those firms 
with continuing need for ac- 
cess will receive them. With- 
out your assistance these ef- 
forts will be less than success- 
ful. Use the monthly visitor 
code for all your visitors and 
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anyone who needs occasional 
access to your home.
